ORDER: 
In the G.O.1* read above, Government have extended the P.G. lien period of 


Dr. N. Padmavathi, CAS, formerly PHC, Madugula, Guntur District who prosecuted the 
P.G. in MD (DVL) as in service candidate at Guntur Medical College, Guntur for 257 days 
only w.e.f. 01.07.2020 to complete her P.G. course. 


2. In the letter 2" read above, the Director of Public Health and Family Welfare, 
AP, Vijayawada has informed that, Dr. N. Padmavathi, CAS, formerly PHC, Madugula, 
Guntur District has been sanctioned P.G. lien for (3) years w.e.f 01.07.2017 to 
30.06.2020 to prosecute P.G. in MD(DVL) at Guntur Medical College, Guntur. During the 
P.G. lien period, she has availed Maternity Leave and Medical Leave for (346) days 
w.e.f. 25.05.2018 to 05.05.2019 (BDI) and requested for extension of PG Lien for the 
above 346 days. The Government have extended the PG Lien for 257 days only 
(considering Maternity leave and leaves on Medical grounds) w.e.f 01.07.2020 to 
14.03.2021. vide 6.0. 1 read above. In the letter 3 read above, the Director of Public 
Health and Family Welfare, AP, has requested the Government for extension of PG lien 
for the remaining (89) days w.e.f. 14.03.2021 to 11.06.2021. 


3. The Government after examination in consultation with the Dr. YSRUHS, hereby 
extend the P.G. lien period of Dr. N. Padmavathi, CAS, formerly PHC, Madugula, Guntur 
District and prosecuted P.G. in MD (DVL) as in service candidate at Guntur Medical 
College, Guntur for the remaining (89) days period from 14.03.2021 to 11.06.2021, so 
as to regulate her study period (EOL period of 89 days) to complete her P.G. course, 
subject to the condition that she should execute a bond in the prescribed pro-forma for 
Rs.20.00 lakhs (Rupees Twenty lakhs only) that she would serve the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh for a period of 5 years after completion of the said course as per the 
existing rules. In the event of her leaving the studies in mid-term or in case of her 
failure to serve the Government for the stipulated period of 5 years after completion of 
the course, she has to pay the bond amount to Government, including the salary and 
allowances received till then. 


4. The Director of Public Health and Family Welfare, Andhra Pradesh, Vijayawada 
shall take necessary action accordingly.
